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Report Highlights:

100,575 metric tons of beans and pulses were exported by Burma in September. Prices in
the domestic market have rebounded some with an increasingly strong demand, driven by
India's return as a buyer. India took the largest amount, approximately 91% of the month's
exports.
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TRADE

In September, Burma exported 100,575 metric tons (mt) of beans and pulses, with 3,229
mt of beans and pulses passing through Kawthoung to Thailand and through Muse to China
via border trade. Black Matpe comprised 45 percent, Toor Whole (Pigeon pea) 29 percent
and Mung bean 11 percent of the total beans and pulses export. The major destination was
India who took 91 percent of the total exports. There was an increase of 7 percent in
September exports compared to the same month of the previous year.

Domestic market situation.

Prices for beans and pulses strengthened in September due to a strong demand for export
from India, especially for Mung beans. It was a good sign for the beans and pulses farmers
since prices have been depressed in the late winter and spring. Compared to the previous
month, there was an increase of 15 percent in exports when Burma exported 87,198 metric
tons of beans and pulses.
